New Brockton receives $25,000,00 grant _

The New Brockton Town Council 
moved through a 26-item agenda in 
just over an hour Monday evening. 

After reviewing the conditions of 
a recently awarded $25,000.00 grant 
to the. police department, council 
members approved its acceptance. 

The grant was applied for by Len- 
wood Herron, a native of New 
Brockton who works with Southern 
Research Center, Inc. 

The company specializes in as- 
sisting towns in applying for both 
state and federal grants and other 
government funds. 

Herron explained to council 
members that the grant approved for 
New Brockton is to be used primari- 
ly to pay overtime for existing police 
officers, and not to hire new police- 
men, 

“We prepared this application as 
a courtesy to our hometown,” said 
Herron. “There will be no charge for 
our services on this application.” 

It was noted by Herron that New 
Brockton was 1 of 6 towns statewide 
that was funded in the first round of 
the COPS MORE Program. 

The funds received through the 
grant will help the town pay 75% of 
the cost of police overtime on the 
streets and in the community. 

Should the town not spend the to- 
tal amount in a 12 month period, an 
extension can be requested. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the council voted unanimously 
to accept the grant with one provi- 
sion. That provision being, that Po- 
lice Chief Charles Driggers, with the 
assistance of Herron, be responsible 
for keeping the records and filing the 
necessary documents to procure the 
funds. Both Driggers and Herron 
readily agreed to do so. 

No date was specified when funds 
would become available to the de- 
partment. 

Continuing with other matters of 


business, Chief Driggers reported 
that his department, during the past 
month, had answered 10 complaints, 
made 3 criminal arrests, investigated 
5 accidents with 2 fatalities and 1 in- 
jury, and issued 42 traffic citations. 

The rescue squad made 20 runs 
while the fire department responded 
to 3 calls, 

Chief Driggers also presented a 
proposal that the town purchase a 
cellular telephone to be used in case 
of an emergency. 

He presented two options, one 
from Cellular One and another from 
Alltel Mobile. 

A bag phone from Alltel was 
priced at $119.90 with a $24 per 
month base rate and a .O8¢ per min- 
ute charge for air time. 

Cellular One’s phone was priced 
at $185.00 with a $22 per month 
base rate and a .10¢ per minute air 
time charge. 

The council discussed the pros 
and cons of the proposal and voted 
to table the matter for further study. 

Wayne O’Ferrell, who operates a 
business in New Brockton, once 
again appeared before the council 
with parking and lighting complains. 
He was also critical of the investiga- 
tion into the recent burglary of his 
business. 

O’Ferrell stated that he had not 
been kept informed of the progress 
being made in the investigation, and 
that the break-in had not been han- 
died right! 

Councilman Robert Miles pointed 
out that police investigations cannot 
always be made public because it 
could hinder or prevent a case from 
being solved. 

“Police officers are not going to, 
and are not suppose to, tell every- 
thing they know about a case,” said 
Miles. 

O’Ferrell told the council that he 
still was having problems with park-

After noting that the premium 
would be twice as much as presently 
being paid to the League of Munici- 
palities for insurance coverage, the 
council voted to stay with the 
present provider. 

Mayor Holley noted that the all- 
day meeting to review the municipal 


codes had been re-scheduled for De- 
cember 7. 
Originally, the meeting was 


scheduled for the Thursday. after 
Hurricane Opal hit. 

The council voted to pay expens- 
es David Pouncey incurred in com- 
ing to conduct the meeting.

er and officials were involved in the 
recovery process from the hurricane, 
No meeting was held. 

Before adjourning, the council 
voted to take action on seeing that 
vacant lots in the town are kept 
clean. 

Each member of the council 
agreed to survey their district and 
provide the police department with 
the proper information so that con- 
tact can be made with appropriate 
property owners concerning this 
matter. 

The council also voted to strictly 
enforce the “no smoking” policy in 
all municipal buildings.

Rep. Garreth Moore questions 
chancellor on status of ESJC

State Representative Garreth 
Moore recently released copies of 
correspondent he has had recently 
concerming the status of Enterprise 
Junior College (ESJC) and the ap- 
pointment of a president for the in- 
Stitution. 

On October 19th Moore wrote 
Dr. Fred Gainous, chancellor of the 
Department of Post Secondary Ed- 
ucation in Montgomery. 

Moore wrote of the concerns re- 
garding the rumored merging of 
ESJC with McArthur State, in Opp; 
and Lurleen Wallace Junior College 
(LBW) in Andalusia. He also noted 
in his letter that the state board now 
has been given the authority to begin 
the search for a permanent president 
at ESJC. 

Five questions were posed to 
Gainous: 

1) Is there an on going plan de- 
velopment for such a merger? 

2) If so, what is the timetable for 
itis development and_ imple- 
mentation? 

3) Will the local community, at 
some point in the process, be able to 
have input in the plan development? 

4) Is there a timetable to begin a 
president search? 

5) Ifso, when can we expect the 
search to begin? 

On October 25th Gainous re- 
sponded, He acknowledged that the 
federal courts had indeed entered an 
order which ended that portion of the 
lawsuit which was holding up the ap- 
pointment of a president at ESJC and 
several other institutions, 

Gainous wrote that filling the va- 
cancy was solely in the discretion of 
the Alabama State Board of Educa- 
tion. He also explained that by stat- 
ute (law) the Board has the authority 
to examine the status of the in- 
stitutions under it authority and de- 
termine if changes are warranted, 
His letter acknowledged he frequent- 
ly conferred with individual board 
members when a presidential va- 
cancy occurs. 

There is no timetable for filling 
the vacancy at ESJC, Trenholm 
State, Ayers State or Ingram State 
Colleges, according to Gainous. 

Moore wrote back on October 30 
encouraging Gainous and the state 
board to “seriously consider al- 


lowing the process (naming a pres- 
ident at ESJC) to move forward.” 

He noted there were several ques- 
tions not addressed in Gainous’ re- 
sponse of October 25th. Moore spe- 
cifically pointed out the continuing 
rumor of the merger between the 
three institutions of higher learning.

while the third was set to begin 
Wednesday. 

The first case, State of Alabama 
vs William “Bill” Walden, of Elba 
started Monday afternoon. 

Walden was charged with two of- 
fenses of sodomy in the first degree 
and two offenses of sodomy in the 
second degree. 

Testimony began Monday after- 
noon, and lasted until shortly after 
noon on Tuesday. 

The case was presented to the 
jury at approximately 2:00 p.m. Af- 
ter about 2 hours of deliberation, 
they retuned a verdict of not guilty 
in each of the offenses. 

Walden faces additional charges 
in a related case and a decision will 
be made, by the state, at a later date 
whether or not he will be tried on 
those charges. 

In the second case set for trial, 
State of Alabama vs David Luther 
Pinner, a plea bargain agreement 
was reached between the defendant 
and the state Tuesday morning, 

A jury had already been impan- 
eled and ready to begin hearing the 
case when the agreement was 
reached. 

Pinner, age 41, of Samson, AL, 
changed his plea of not guilty to 
guilty and waived his right to a trial 


by jury. ; 
In April of 1995, he had been in- 
dicted on the charge of robbery in 
the first degree in connection with 
the strong-armed robbery of Woods 
Grocery in the Ino Community. The 
incident occurred on Saturday, Janu- 
ary 21, 1995. 

Pinner, along with two other indi- 
viduals, Jennifer Lynn Gibson, 16, 
and Gregory Allen Reine, 17, both 
of Sanford, FL, entered the Woods 
Grocery, robbed Casey Woods, strik- 
ing him several times with a coke 
bottle in the process. 

The trio was later (on the same 
day as the robbery) caught, charged 
and jailed. 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley sen- 
tenced Pinner to 20 years in the state 
penitentiary, ordered to pay court 
cost, make restitution in the amount 
of $222.30 and pay $50 to the Crime 
Victims Compensation Fund. 

The plea bargain agreement was 
reached with the concurrence of the 
victim, Casey Woods. 

At press time, the third case set 
for trial, State of Alabama vs Mi- 
chelle Daugherty, had not begun. 
Daugherty is charged with theft in 
the second degree. 

The disposition of the other cases 
set for trial will be published when 
that information is made available.

Disaster Loan Office 
remains open in New 
Brockton 


According to the Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency, 
the U. S. Small Business Adminis- 
tration (SBA) still has a Disaster 
Outreach Office in the county. 

The office, located in the Coffee 
County Complex on U.S. Highway 
84, in New Brockton, will be open 
from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. daily, in- 
cluding Sunday, until further notice. 

SBA disaster loan staff will be 
available to answer questions about 
the disaster loan program, hand out 
applications and assist with complet- 
ing these applications. 

The SBA offers loans of up to 
$200,000 to repair disaster-damaged 
homes. 

Homeowners and renters are eli- 
gible for up to $40,000 to replace 
personal property. 

Loans to businesses and nonprofit 
organizations of up to $1.5 million 
are also available to repair damage 
to real estate, machinery and equip- 
ment, inventory, etc., and for lease- 
hold improvements. 

Economic Injury Disaster Loans 
(EIDLs) also may be made to small 
businesses unable to pay bills or 
meet expenses because of this disas- 
ter.

It was a beautiful building with its stone flooring, soaring Georgian col- 
umns, orate wooden pews, and massive exposed pipe organ in its chancel. 
It was Reid Chapel on the campus of Samford University. It was also my 
second home as a young organ major who spent many afternoon and eve- 
ning hours at the console of the Acolian-Skinner organ practicing Bach, 
Buxtehude, and the like. The beauty of the setting would bring out the best 
in any musician. ..particularly late in the day when the glow of the evening 
sun brought to life the pale rose colors in the majestic windows that flanked 
the chapel. I had always wondered exactly what the phrase “to see the 
world through rose-colored glasses” really meant. And every time I looked 
at those pastel panes, I surmised that surely there were the makings of many 
a pair of rose-stained spectacles! 


Whether mild rose, ruby red, deep forest green, or fiery orange, we like our 
stained glass. And for good reason, it’s shapes and colors blend in a beauti- 
ful way to draw our minds toward the higher thoughts of worship and soli- 
tude as God's people gather together in common experience. Often the cir- 
cles and shards come together to depict some meaningful scene from 
Scripture or the life of a mortal saint. As we stare into the wonder of its col- 
ors, we can lose ourselves in the deeper meaning of life and all that Christ 
has afforded us. Why for a church to be a church it must have a steeple, a 
pulpit, and stained-glass windows. At least I always thought so... 


Until a mission trip to Hawaii (yes, I said mission trip) showed me a strange 
new world and way of worship. Those folk have the best heat pump I've 
ever seen...air-conditioning by Mother Nature! Their sanctuaries are 
flanked with louvered glass windows that open to allow in the fresh ocean 
breezes. With those breezes come the sights (you guessed it, they don’t 
make louvered stained glass) and sounds of the community. While I must 
admit that my first worship encounter was a bit distracted by it all, the long- 
er I stayed my worship experiences became invigorated by the reality of the 
surroundings. The breeze blew a new feeling of the presence of the Holy 
Spirit. The sounds of children at play became a descant to hymn-singing. 
Even the occasional blaring of car horns and sirens seemed to provide a 
contrapuntal completeness to the reading of Scripture and the spoken word. 


I came home a renewed and rewarded spirit because of those Hawaiian wor- 
ship experiences. It made me realize that, though stained-glass is beautiful, 
it can become the rose-colored glasses of the church as we lose sight of 
God's view of His world...sights, sounds, and smells included. 


Hear me carefully. I love stained glass and have no cause to fight for its re- 
moval. It serves both as a thing of beauty and function in our worship cul- 
ture. Only may we be reminded that the church cannot be all that God has 
commissioned it to be if we chose to view the world through pigmented 
glasses. May our worship always inspire us with the many-splendored beau- 
ties of our Lord to move beyond the sanctuary to the streets where we must 
look on those who need the love of Christ and a vision as clear and as fresh 


as an island breeze!

It is Mrs Nadine Scarborough, Aliana the Science in Motion van 
Mis Scarborough has visited ris On many occasions, bringing lab 
Sauipment and experiments for the students of Mrs. Rhonda Little's and Mrs 
Nelda Bailey's science classes. Mrs Scarborough has conducted 3 
experiments so far. The first enabled the students in Mrs Bailey's class to 
look at the bacteria in their mouths by swabbing their mouths with cotton 
and looking at the result under a microscope. The next experiment 
conducted included both Mrs. Little's and Mrs Bailey's classes and was 
performed in order to educate the students about how easily sexually 
transmitted diseases are spread Fach student received a beaker with a 
solution in it and the students mixed their solution with the solutions fiom al 
least three other students’ beakers Before the experiment had been 
conducted two students had received solutions mixed with a basic solution 
but after the experiment was performed nearly every student had a 
contaminated beaker, which was shown when a base indicator was dropped 
into each beaker 

he last experiment performed was by far the most interesting. The 
students of Mrs Bailey's class extracted the intestines of termites and put 
them on a slide under a microscope The students were then able to look at 
the protozoans that lived inside the termites The protozoans were still alive 
and moving while the students studied them 

Mrs Scarborough will be coming back several times throughout the school 
year to perform more experiments with the classes The students would like 
to thank Mrs Scarborough for her patience and for taking the time to work

SHANDEZ "SHANK" DANIELS MAINTAINS POSITIVE ATTITUDE DESPITE SERIOUS INJURY

Shandez “Shank” Daniels is still 
in a Dothan hospital following a ter- 
rible neck injury in the Elba- 
Hillcrest football game on Friday 
night, November 3rd. While his 
teammates were celebrating a great 
homecoming win, Shank was in an 
ambulance enroute to Dothan where 
he underwent emergency surgery, 
beginning at 2 a.m., Saturday, morn- 


ing. 


SHANDEZ “SHANK” DANIELS 


Elba football coach David Low- 
ery has visited in the hospital sever- 
al times with the family and talked 
with his player. He explained that 
Shank has been unable to verbalize 
due to the things hooked to him. 
During these days he has answered 
by eye blinks ... one blink for no 
and two for yes. 

However a recent tracheotomy 
should remove that handicap. With 
this procedure, the breathing tube 
was removed from his mouth and 
inserted into the windpipe through 


the incision, After a few days ol 
healing of the throat, Shandez is ex- 
pected to begin talking, and taking 
food and liquids orally. 

Lowery expressed amazement at 
the real positive attitude of the high 
school senior, The coach added that 
the young man’s mother, Linda Ty- 
son, was also unbelievably positive 
and upbeat ... she has every belief 
that her son will recover from the in- 
jury. Lowery said, “In fact she is not 
going to accept anything else.” The 
coach explained that she is with her 
son almost continuously, and it does 
him good just talking with her, 


Lowery said, “Once is 
more than enough.” 


At press time doctors are not pre- 
dicting the outcome. They are wait- 
ing for the swelling to go down and 
the possibility that movement of his 
legs and arms can start at any time. 
They do report that he has a tingling 
sensation in his arms and legs now. 

Danicls was taken from the play- 
ing field by the Elba Rescue Squad 
following a tackle on a kickoff re- 
turn. He went down after hitting the 
ball carrier and was unable to move. 
He was taken to Elba General Hos- 
pital and then rushed to Dothan, 

Following the four hours of sur- 
gery, doctors told family members 
the surgery was successful. They 
then carefully explained that the ob- 
jective of the surgery was to realign 
the.two vertebrae, dislocated during 
action on the football field, thereby 
relieving whatever pressure possible 

The young man is in Flowers 
Hospital ... in the 5th floor SICU. 
He has limited visitation, however 
nurses are working with visitors to 
give him all the peer support he can 
physically handle. Many of his team- 
mates and other high school friends 
have visited him at the hospital. 
Coach Lowery reported his mother

Newly elected (by his peers) Cof- 
fee County Commission Chairman 
Robert Stephens presided over his 
first session since taking over Mon- 
day morning.

According to Buck, not less than 
three registered voters of the county, 
who also own property, must peti- 
tion the commission to incorporate a 
public corporation. 

The three individuals named in 
Buck’s resolution are: Charleen 
Goolsby, Myra Riley, and himself. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
made the motion that the commis- 
sion adopt the recommended resolu- 
tion creating the public building au- 
thority. Commissioner Randy
